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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 and 21-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . As for claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of an 
apparatus for capturing digital images in a film-based camera comprising a flexible strip 
to be wound on the camera take-up spool, with a plurality of imaging arrays on the 
flexible strip, each of which capture one digital image and communicate the image to 
the processor. 

2. As for claim 1 5, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of an 
apparatus for capturing digital images in a film-based camera comprising a flexible strip 
to be wound on the camera take-up spool, with a plurality of imaging arrays on the 
flexible strip, each of which capture one digital image and communicate the image to 
the processor. 

3. As for claim 27, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of an 
apparatus for capturing digital images in a film-based camera comprising a flexible strip 
to be wound on the camera take-up spool, with a plurality of imaging arrays on the 
flexible strip, each of which capture one digital image.
